CARDINAL GIBBONS 


Gaélic-American, an Irish-American 
Publication, Controlled By Tam- 
many Hall, and With Large Cir- 
culation, Scores Cardinat For 
Piaising King Edward; Whom it 
Qescribes as a Libertine.

New York, Oct. 12.—In the bitter- 
est of language the Gaelic-American, a 
Weekly newspaper, which is owned by 
a company which includes Daniel F. 
Cohafeon, chief of the Sachem Tam- 
many Society, and Charles F. Mut- 
phy, has come forth with an attack on 
Cardinal Gibbons, and priests and 
laymen alike have been so surprised 
by statements in a recent issue of the 
paper that they cannot understand it. 
A sermon which Cardinal Gibbons de- 
livered at the Eucharistic Congress at 
Westminster Cathedral, London, has 
been made the basis for an article. 
‘The cardinal’s sermon cannot be 
sommended for aceuracy or intelli- 
gence,” is one statement from the ar- 
ticle. ‘The fulsome praise of Edward 
(King Edward), the most prominénv 
libertine in Europe, and the mother 
oi ‘this o!d roué, is particularly nau- 
seating,” is another of the statements, 
Another specimen of the language the 
paper uses is: “In that sermon (refer- 
ring to one delivered by Cardinal Gib- 
bons at the pontifical mass in St, Pat- 
rick’s cathedral during the centennial 
celebration) the statement is made for 
the first time that England is the mo- 
ther of the Catholie church in Ameri- 
ca, It is to be sincerely hoped that 
the Catholic church in America is not 
an offspring of a prostitute.” 

“It is not an attack on Cardinal 
Gibbons personally,” said the editor. 
“Tt is an attack on his statement that 
England is the mother of the Catholic 
church @n America, and that Bishop 
Carroll, the first American bishop, 
was an Englishman, when he was in 
fact a native of Ireland,” 

The Cardjnal’s Statements. 

Here are paragraphs from the car- 
dinal’s sermon to which the paper 
tekes exception: ‘““Maryland, the mo- 
ther church of the United States, was 
founded by English Catholics. Leon- 
ard Culvert, a brother of Lord Balti- 
more, and leader of the English Catho- 
lie colony, desirous of securing the 
liber:y of worship to co-religionists, 
sailed with them from Cowes, Isle of 
Wight, in, the ark and in the dove 
messengers, to carry the fortune of the 
pioneer pilgrims. They reached their 
destination on the banks of the Poto- 
mac in 1636. It will add one more 
link to-the chain of hallowed associa- 
tions between the Catholie church in 
England and in America, The first 
bishop of the United States was con- 
seerated in England by an English 
prelate, John Carroll, the first arch- 
bishop of Baltimore, and patriarch of 
the American church, was consecrated 
in 1790 in the chapel of Lunworth, 
the Castle, Dorsetshire, the seat of 
Thos. Wold, Now the daughter excels 
the mother in the wealth of her insti- 
tutions and in the number of her bish- 
ops, clergy and laity,”
